The information was presented to the 
offices of Hart and Hams by Chemical 
Workers Union Local 146 at J M and pur 
ports 
J M was tipped off by someone in 
Cal-OSHA to forthcoming ( al-OSHA in­ 
spections in September and I )e( ember of 
1975 and February of this vear Such ad 
vance notification is illegal 
Test results of air sample taken in 
December are being suppressed bv (’al- 
OSHA 
Bryson Ishkaman, a senior engineer at 
the ( al-OSHA office in Los Angeles, told 
the Record last week that he did not trust 


the test results of the December air sam­ 
ples because they were analyzed by a 
private consultant who was unfamiliar 
with testing air samples for asbestos 
content 
The consultant. Jan Schtenle in Los 
Angeles since has informed the Record 
that asbestos dust in the J-M air samples 
significantly exceeded governmental 
limits 
Concerning her competence, she 
related that she is trained in the National 
Institute for Occupational Safety and 
Health (NIOSHi method of testing 
asbestos in air samples and has made 
hundreds and hundreds’* of such tests 
“ I have confidence in my results.” she 
stated “ I tested most samples three and 
four times ” 
The offices of Hart and Rains are now 
seeking to acquire a copy of Ms 
Schienle s report which was received by 
ishkaman 
About the alleged tipoff of Cal-OSHA 
inspections, Frank Garcia, union safety 
committee chairman, said that shortly 
before each inspection J-M had workers 
clean up the plant area where asbestos 
was processed and that on the inspection

Kissinger says

Possible brownouts or even blackouts 
of street lighting in several areas within 
the fourth and fifth supervisorial dis­ 
tricts loomed today as the result of ser­ 
vice area budgets being unable to cover 
higher utility rates granted last fall, the 
hoard of supervisors was informed 
yesterday. 
Of immediate concern is the situation 
in the Orcutt Wye area and elsewhere in 
county service area five, which is runn­ 
ing into a net deficit of $1,686 this fiscal 
year, according to a report filed by the 
board 
It was also shown that lighting district 
serving Guadalupe and Los Alamos 
areas in the fourth district are also 
“close to trouble and service may have 
to be curtailed in the next fiscal year 
The board voted to refer the problem 
to county Administrative officer Ray­ 
mond I) 
Johnson and Transportation 
Director Leland Steward 
Steward’s 
department oversees service area af­ 
fairs 
The board failed to provide a second 
for Supervisor 
Harrell Fletcher's 
request to have the coimty dip into con­ 
tingency funds to pav off the fifth district 
deficit 


Supervisor Francis H Beattie said he 
can t se** how the lights could be kept 
on next year 
in view of the current 
situation then- The board was told that 
the crtsix has come about as the result of 


a 15 8 per cent rate boost allowed by the 
Public U tilities Commission last 
September to Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co 
In other developments, the super­ 
visors: 
Approved 13 more fire captain posi­ 
tions in the eountv fire department under 
a reclassification plan to meet staffing 
requirements for the new 58-hour per 
week three-platoon schedule However, 
the board made it clear to Michael Ben­ 
nett 
president of the County 
Firelighters’ Union, that the board is 
still pursuing a three-way study aimed at 
possible revamping of the department in 
the coming year The supervisors said 
they are studving not only possible 
takeover of countv structural protection 


by the State I>epartmcnt of Forestry but 
are looking into consolidation of fire 
protection under one county wide district 
and also checking into the Scottsdale, 
Arizona plan involving volunteers 
Bennett said he felt that consolidation 
into one countywide district would 
reduce the tax rate in many areas of the 
county 
Decided to give up for now any plan to 
consolidate Guadalupe Justice Court into 
the Santa Maria Municipal Court 
system 
The board agreed with 
Guadalupe Judge Robert Stewart to wait 
and see if Guadalupe can attract an at­

Lompoc Planning Commission last 
night disposed of a brief agenda in a few 
minutes, but spent more than an hour 
after that vainly wrestling with some 
nagging questions that are not going to 
go away 
First of all the eommission-chairman 
William Fick and commissioners John 
Peto and W illiam Paulin — approved the 
n*quest of Zuzanne Tocher for permis­ 
sion to have a business telephone ami of­ 
fice for secretarial service in her home 
at 412 E 
Oak Ave 
Commissioners 
Robert Kranig and Vernon Copeland 
were absent 
Secondly the commission gave its 
sanction for Robert Pengilly of 1001 W 
Date Ave 
to replace a redwood fence 
with a six foot high concrete block wall 
along the Q Street frontage of his 
property 
Thirdly the commission ruled that a 
wholesale nursery is a proper use in a 
commercial manufacturing zone with a 
conditional use permit The action was a 
response to a query by Pines Nursery 
that proposes to acquire about three 
acres on the southeast comer of R Street 
and Laurel Avenue for a combination 
wholesale nursery and landscaping 
business The firm is presently located 
on North V Street 
Then came the nagging questions Fuck 
acknowledged a note from Councilman 
E C Stevens calling the commissions 
attention to new legislation that would 
tend to freeze agriculture land and block 
future urban development In his note, 
Stevens suggested that the city would 
want to explore alternatives facing the 
city F or example to go along with the 
freeze as a matter of environmental con­ 
cern even when considering agriculture 
land within the boundaries of the city, or 
to go the other way and keep the options 
i»pen at least for land within the city 
Jack Lam 
community development 
director said he would obtain copies of 
the legislation and find out what the 
status of it is in Sacramento 
The final discussion developed from a 
presentation by Harley Craig on the dif­ 
ference« between land use maps of the 
Lompoc Valley prepared by a planning 
consultant, by an advisory committee 
and by the city 
It was a two-part 
question The various differences that 


must finally be reconciled in order to 
meet the mandate of the state on the* one 
hand and the proposed development of 57 
new homes in Mesa Oaks, northeast of 
Lompoc and at the Rucker Road ap­ 
proach to Mission Hills on the other 
Fick ordered the commission’s zoning 
committee composed of Peto. Vernon 
Copeland and himself to study the 
respective maps 
On the other question. Lam said he 
wanted the city to remind the county 
planning commission that it would be in 
the interest of the city to investigate the 
adequacy of Lompoc Utlity Services to 
handle the sewage from the new develop­ 
ment He said the service organization 
disposed of sewage by percolation 
through the ground and that the facility 
on Rucker Road was believed to be in 
non-compliance already with perfor 
mance and technical standards of the 
state Water Quality Control Board 


Ford confident, 
aides cautious 


WASHINGTON fU Plf - President 
Ford feels he will win the Florida 
primary today, but one of his top 
political advisers sounded a cautionary 
note because of bad weather in the 
Sunshine State, Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said 
Nessen said political adviser Rogers 
Morton called Ford and expressed 
“ concern that the weather was not so 
good in northern Florida.” where it was 
raining and might hold down the turnout 
Nessen said Morton had not “ flipped 
all over to the pessimistic side but 
he 
gave the President the most cautious ap­ 
praisal that 1 have heard in the past few 
days." 
Nessen said both he and Morton felt 
Ford would win in Florida but Morton 
“ is more cautious “ 
In addition to the weather factor, Nes­ 
sen said, Republican challenger Ronald 
Reagan “ has done a lot of campaigning 
in the last few days and hit out very 
hard" at Ford 
Ford, meanwhile, said today America 
is on the road to a “ new prosperity” 
although some politicians may deny it 
because it “ didn’t fit into their plans this 
year ” 


SAN FR A N C ISC O ( U P I) — A 
criminologist who described Patricia 
Hearst as “ queen" of the Symbionese 
Liberation Army said today he was 
threatened with death if he testified 
against the newspaper heiress 
Dr Joel Fort of San Francisco said he 
received a telephoned death threat last 
Friday, the day he first took the stand at 
Miss Hearst’s bank robbery trial 
He said the caller told him that when 
he testified for the government in the 
rase he would be killed Fort said he in­ 
formed the U S Attorney’s office and 
asked for and received protection from 
the federal government 
Defense attorney F Lee Bailey, who 
began what was expected to be a stormy 
cross-examination on a low key note 
asked Fort if he knew who had called 
"I have no idea Do you know anything 
about it0” Fort responded 
The threat came up while Bailey was 
questioning Fort, a physician and 
criminologist about a letter he sent to a 
dozen reporters In it. Fort asked that he 
not be identified by name in their stories, 
but he also listed his qualifications as an 
expert psychiatric witness 
In requesting anonymity in the mes­ 
sage 
and later to the judge 
Fort said 
he feared his testimony would create 
’ personal and family danger” for him 
Was it to preserve vour anonymity 
that vou sent out these 12 press 
releases” 
Bailey asked The question 
was stricken after the prosecution 
objected 
Fort insisted he had never sought 
publicitx or held a news conference

A dealer 
spokesman denies it 
Edward J Hetden of the Of­ 
fice of Consumer Affairs told 
the Senate Commerce consum­ 
er subcommittee Monday that 
the auto industry should be in­ 
vestigated to see if they are do­ 
ing so. or if big increases in 
spare parts costs are being used 
to pressure consumers into buy­ 
ing new cars 
The subcommittee is looking 
into the increases of as much as 
64 per cent in the past two 
years It is also trying to speed 
up a Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion inquiry that has been going 
on since 1972 
“Crash part price increases 
over the past few years have 
been more than twice as large 
as those for new cars.” Heiden 
said adding that auto sales and 
service brought more com­ 
plaints to OCA than any other 
industry 
The official said he was 
s p e c ific a lly 
concerned 
whether auto manufacturers 
have raised crash part prices to 
compensate for lost profits 
from declining car and ap­ 
pliance sales M 
Sales of parts to replace those 
damaged in accidents now run 
between $1 and $3 billion each 
year and insurance companies 
say they are a big reason for 
higher auto insurance rates 


ROME (U PI) - Treasury 
Secretary W illiam Simon, 
meeting with government 
leaders on Italy’s precarious 
financial problems, has assured 
the key North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization ally it isn’t alone 
in its economic misery. 
Simon and Christian Demo­ 
cratic Premier Aldo Moro met 
for one hour to discuss the 
political aspects involved in 
Italy's 11 per cent inflation. 7 
per cent unemployment and an 
almost 17 per cent plunge in the 
lira's value against the dollar 
“ We discussed what we 
should do in the long run 
regarding basic economic and 
political problems.” Simon told 
reporters after the meeting 
Washington’s concern over 
Italy's economy has been inten­ 
sified by the growing strength 
of the West’s largest Com­ 
munist party 
The Communists won more 
than one-third of the votes in 
last June’s regional elections 
and came within two percent­ 
age points of overtaking the 
long dominant Christian Demo­ 
crats — who have kept Italy 
within NATO 
ft fill -in ;*nd U.S. sources said 


that during Monday’s meeting 
Colombo and Simon discussed 
the danger of renewed inflation 
posed by economic recovery. 
They also agreed Ita ly’s 
monetary policies should be 
linked to a wage and fiscal 
program to ensure high produc­ 
tivity 
Colombo told Simon 
Italy's powerful trade unions 
would have to be willing to 
cooperate. 


Simon, who arrived from 
Cairo Sunday, was scheduled to 
leave Wednesday for Frankfurt 
and conferences with West 
German leaders.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - It is 
probably already too late for 
Ronald Reagan to become 
President Ford’s running mate 
on the 1976 Republican ticket — 
assuming Ford heads it 
White House strategists say 
too much public political un­ 
kindness has been done by 
Reagan on the way to today’s 
Florida primary to be papered 
over by personal politeness 
Ford has not personally ruled 
out Reagan for vice president 
but Ford’s men take it pretty 
much for granted 
Some of Ford’s aides walk on 
the balmy breezes of primary 
victories in New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts and Vermont. 
They believe they are on a win­ 
ning bandwagon 
But such strategists as Stuart 
Spencer — a man as highly 
regarded among his peers — 
speak from a longer confidence 
in victory What they say is not 


said from public platforms. 
It is said on campaign planes, 
buses and autos in earnestness, 
candor and as near to objec­ 
tivity as a professional politi 
cian can reasonably be ex­ 
pected to have 
Here are some of those 
asides: 
- Reagan’s wife Nancy is a 
tougher politico than her hus­ 
band Without her, there would 
be no Reagan challenge to 
Ford 
- The biggest mistake in the 
strategy of John Sears, Rea­ 
gan’s campaign manager, has 
been not to stay at his can­ 
didate’s side Reagan is what 
pros call a “ warm body can­ 
didate.” meaning he is likely to 
accept the advice of the last 
person he consults 
Reagan s timing has cost 
him dearly He has issued state­ 
ments potentially damaging to 
Ford, at the wrong time.

TELEVISIO N - AD VERTISER’S NIGHTMARE 
OR PANACEA? 


According to a recent read out of its survey information, 
A. C. Nielson, the television rating king, estimated that 
the average American household spends 7:03 hours daily 
viewing the lighted box in the living room. Whether this is 
a precise statistic or not, it has got to he somewhere in the 
ball park, and with such attention being paid to any 
medium, an advertiser, large or small, is tempted to 
believe television should provide the greatest possible 
advertising buy of all time. 


In its tidal wave growth since World War II, video has 
caused the demise of many newspapers and magazines. 
For over twenty years, tv has been the leading national 
manufacturers’ favorite medium for reaching potential 
customers. In 1950 $170,000,000 was spent in the then 
newcomer to the fietol ot mu« communication . In 
.ft 
billion was poured into this rising giant and this year it 
appears estimates of $6. billion will not he far off the final 
figures, when tabulation is completed. Yet, with all this 
going for tv, the medium where it all began . . . NEWS 
PAPERS . . . remains as the number one choice of adver 
Users through 
the 
years! 
Newspaper 
revenue 
in 
advertising dollars is still running some 57.1% ahead of the 
tube, with the bulk of the difference being spent in LOCAL 
advertising, as opposed to national. 


Let’s examine the down home logic that makes news 
paper advertising the leader in the advertising market 
place. Newspapers reach approximately 85% of the popu 
lation each week. Readership is high among wide segments 
of the population, but newspapers provide the heaviest 
coverage among the well-educated and ultimately among 
the people with more spendable income. Newspaper 
reading is a continuous activity, a necessary habit which 
fills a daily need. The average newspaper page, not 
including classified, stands an 84% chance of being opened 
by the reader! Readers generally set aside a specific time 
of day to read their newspapers, and almost all serious 
reading is done within the confines of the home, where 
privacy and quiet allow for concentration, action and 
reaction. Part of the obvious process of newspaper reading 
is consulting the day’s advertisements, for grocery items 
and a wide variety of other purchases necessary for day to 
day living. Newspapers still impress practically everyone 
able and willing to buy the American product, and the 
average newspaper is bigger than ever and circulations 
continue to rise! 


This is not to say television advertising is without merit 
for the results experienced by national advertisers is 
surely the determining factor in the continuance of the 
large expenditures in the medium. But, it should f>e 
obvious that the smaller business, interested in promoting 
products and services locally or regionally, can do so more 
efficiently at less cost by far through newspaper 
advertising! And, the money spent in newspaper advertis 
ing brings about greater attention and buyer response 
because locally and regionally it is taken more seriously. 


Consider how you yourself feel about tv commercials. 
While you may be watching a program that has your 
undivided attention, when the commercial break comes 
thiv is the time you leave the room for a snack, restroom 
call or whatever. You just automatically get up from your 
chair and leave the room. Or, even if you remain, your 
attention goes to other things. True, if the tv advertiser 
lambasts the screen often enough with his message, you'll 
sooner or later see it. But, with television commercials 
being so fast, numerous and some so downright insulting to 
your intelligence, even if you are remotely interested in 
the offered product you are often so disgusted with the 
presentation that you wouldn’t buy the product if your life 
depended on it! Is this putting people in a buying mood? 
What good is mass advertising coverage if most people are 
not in the room when the tube screams out your story, and 
those that remain in the room are repulsed? Is this the 
atmosphere you want when you are trying to get your 
advertising heard by YOUR prospective customers? 


In the final analysis, most television commercials get 
into more homes, reach more people than any other media, 
and if simply reaching people is all the advertiser wants to 
accomplish, then he may be happy to pay the through the 
nose price he is charged. On the other hand, if the local and 
regional advertiser plays it smart, he will let the big 
manufacturers provide the in home entertainment for the 
masses, getting whatever sales benefit that he may 
achieve for those national brand products he handles, and 
pul his own advertising budget into the more immediately 
productive medium of the newspaper page! 


Statistics prove that newspapers have always been, and 
probably will always be, the top sales producing advertis­ 
ing medium on the American marketing scene.

I )unn took the inbounds pass, ran the length of the court and fired 
a 13-foot jump shot that missed Scrambling under the board, he 
grabbed the rebound and tapped it in as the buzzer sounded The 
Tide had a reprieve 
“ The shot I took. I knew it was short and followed it up instinc­ 
tively,*’ said Dunn 
Reginald King took it from there, scoring eight points in the 
overtime to give seventh-ranked Alabama an 84-77 victory at 
Nashville. Tenn.

Younger speaks 


State 
Attorney 
General 
Kvelle Younger was in our 
county last week and had some 
rather stern things to say 
about prison sentencing 


Younger is mad at burglars 
and we don’t blame him. He 
wants passage of a proposal 
mandating prison sentences 
for persons convicted of 
burglary of a dwelling house 
or trailer or first degree 
burglary, and who have had 
two prior burglary convic­ 
tions 


Younger is mad at the in­ 
determinate sentencing law 
He wants it substituted for a 
law where every crime is 


punished by a fixed prison 
sentence 
We couldn’t agree more with 
Attorney General Younger 
concerning 
the professional 
burglar. If a person is making 
his living out of burglarizing 
homes, and there are many who 
are. they should be dealt with 
sternly and absolutely. They 
should not be coddled in the 
justice system where they can 
con their way out once again to 
pursue their business. 
There is currently a bill in 
the Senate, (S B 237) which will 
mandate prison sentences for 
professional 
burglars 
The 
state Senate has approved the 
measure by a 24-3 vote. It will 


be heard by the Assembly 
committee very soon. 
For years the indeterminate 
sentencing is established not 
by a judge, but by an ad­ 
ministrative body, the Califor­ 
nia Adult Authority When the 
Adult Authority believes that a 
prisoner is “ rehabilitated’’ he 
is released 
Younger claims 
that experience has shown 
that this system has failed, 
and we certainly agree. 
(’rimes must be punished in 
a similar manner and the 
penalty for violating the law 
should be known to anyone 
who considers violating the 
law. 
Nothing could 
be 
simpler

Arab Kmirates embassy immediately 
pulled strings with the State Dept , 
which tried to hush up the gieat falcon 
scandal

Angelos quietly 
pleaded quiltv to violating the migratory 
bird treats 
An embassy spokesman, with a 
straight face said the hunting falcons 
were intended merely as a gift for the 
Abu Dhabi mo The embassy had no idea, 
he N.ud that it was illegal to export the 


birds At th«* State Dept , a spokesman 
(temed trving to suppress the story of the 
falc-on thievery 
In fact, he said, the 
department had refused, in writing, to 
intervene on Angelos’ h«*half Angelos, 
again out of the country, couldn't be 
reached for comment Hood refus«*d to 
discuss I he ran«* A CIA spokesman said 
h«* never heard of the falcon program 


Footnote 
On an earlier occasion, 
Angelos sought to curry favor with then 
President Richard Nixon reportedly to 
gain appointment as ambassador to 
Greece 
Since Nixon was more in­ 
terested in campaign cash than in 
|H*rcgrirH* falcons. Angelos contributed 
approximately $75000 to Nixon s cam 
paign 
But Watergate apparently in 
terfered with Angelos1 ambition to 
become an ambassador
